The town has purchased 3.678 obsolete Corpo­ 
ral missiles — minus secret parts — from the 
Federal War Surplus Center at a cost of $95 
each. 


THE ARMY'S 35-foot missiles cost about $1 
million each when they were constructed back 
in 1951. 
The incident scores a point in behalf 
of disar­ 
mament talks. 
True, some will say It is better to have built 
the missiles at a tremendous cost and let them 
be used for street culverts than to have run the 
risk of an attack without them. 
But that one - upmanship game with weapons 
can go a long way as the American tax pay er 
well knows. 
The q uestion put forth by disarmament propo­ 
nents is: Why stop with missile construction if 
the goal is teal and lasting peace? 
People who are up to the ears with defense 


spending on soon-to-b#obsolete superweapons 
could accept the huge ex penditures if disarma­ 
ment talks wera betng promoted as strongly as 
is the need for additional military hardware. 
Numerous factors are involved in the attitude 
of reluctane« toward nuclear sanity through 
a 
reduction in arms, but two 
big ones are fear 
and mistrust. 
National leaders and military advisers admit 
fearing that de-emphasizing the arsenal build­ 
up would tip the balance of power in the world 
and bring on t war. 


THE FEAR t t SHARED by both superpow­ 
ers. 
The sane approach then would be for the top 
powers to move with all possible speed to work 
out a plan to end the arms race. 
Nuclear parity , at the most, should be only a 
temporary method of supporting peace while 
the national goal of disarmament is pursued in­ 
tensely . 
So long as nuclear parity or superiority is the 
national goal, disarmament will alway s take a 
back seat. 


Abolish War With Pills 


Today we are concerning ourselves with the 
right and wrong of adding fluoride to water sy s­ 
tems of entire communities. 
Tomorrow we may be wrest’ing with the right 
and wrong of adding antihostility drugs to the 
nation’s water supplies. 
Kenneth E. Moy er, a phy siological psy cholo­ 
gist at Camegie-Mellon University in Pitts­ 
burgh, say s we are kidding ourselves if we 
think this can’t happen. 
Although it is not y et scientifically possible to 
sedate a community through its water supply , 
Mr. Moy er say s it is just a matter of time until 
we can. In laboratory tests with animals, he 
has produced docile behavior for 24 hours with 
no adverse side effects by adding a few milli­ 
grams of tranq uilizing drugs to-the animal's 
milk. 
Tlie psy chologist ex plains that this techniq ue 


can only bring phy siologically based hostility 
under control and not culturally induced agres­ 
sion. In other words, the drugs-in-the-water 
method of control would work as far as the 
“emotional side” Is concerned but would not 
work on the “ learned side.” 
Scientists are working on various means of 
reducing and controlling human hostility . Mr. 
Moy er say s “the control of hostility i s here but 
the absolute phy siological control of hostility in 
masses of people is not here y et.” 
He believes many people should be on anti­ 
hostility drugs the rest of their lives just as 
some people are on insulin for the rest of their 
lives to make up for a natural deficiency . 
Could it possibly be that wars, man's max i­ 
mum hostility , may ultimately be eradicated by 
science — through pill - taking’ 


A Token Withdrawal 


President Nix on has engineered the withdraw­ 
al of 25.000 U.S. troops as a sy mbol that Ameri­ 
ca is interested in working out a settlement of 
the war, and thus spur the Paris talks to signif­ 
icant action. 
Unfortunately , hawkish Americans see the 
pullout as a tactical blunder and their dovish 
counterparts see it as strictly tokenism 


THE SIZE OF THE FORCE to be withdrawn 
was too small for the move to be labeled a dra­ 
matic breakthrough aimed at a diminished 
American involvement. 
Its limited scope also means it will not alter 
the present pace of fighting. 
So the Vietnam situation remains relatively 
the same as it was before Mr. Nix on and Presi­ 
dent Nguy en Van Thieu got together at Mid­ 


way . 
The troop-withdrawal decision proves Presi­ 
dent Nix on stiil is proceeding cautiously on 
Vietnam to avoid backing himself into a corner 
where he might have to rescind peace moves 
and fall back on a military solution. 
Therein lies the dilemma of Vietnam. 
Since a military solution is not part of the

Unlocking Secrets 


Most archaeological news emanates from 
areas of the world known to have substantial 
early civilizations. But recently more and more 
archaeological research and investigation is 
being done in the United States. 
Relatively close at hand, in Kentucky ’s Mam­ 
moth Cave National Park, an ex pedition recent­ 
ly found indications that prehistoric cave men 
lived in the huge caverns beneath the park. 
The ex pedition’s ex plorers, roaming sections 
of this largest known cave sy stem in the world, 
came upon primitive torches, dried human 
bones and imprints of bare feet. 
The tracks were found far from the main 
routes used by early modern-day ex plorers, in a 
remote maze of narrow, twisting tunnels. Tlie 
belief advanced by the ex pedition leader, 
a 
Washington University anthropologist, is that a 
large group of prehistoric people used the huge 
caverns as shelters during the fall and winter 
months. 
Scientists belive that improved techniq ues 
may enable them to learn new facts about agri­ 
cultural products that were part of the diets of 
th# primitive people who inhabited eastern 
North America 
What they discover undoubtedly also will tell 
us more abou. the first Ohioans that we have 
known heretofore.

President Nix on wants a talked-out peace — not 
one won on the battlefield — but to pull out 
troops to show good faith about reducing the 
fighting level un de r m i n e s 
the position-of-

additional ropes provided by tenacious Viet 
Cong fighting a “foreign invader.” 


IT IS AN OLD STORY to the Vietnamese and 
no amount of wishing in Washington is going to 
lower a curtain of peace on the battle-scarred 
land.

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Another Complaint On Ball Fields 
When the Hot Stove Leagues held tnc.r pre­ 
view at the three Memorial Park fields, not 
one field was lined. As late as 5 p.m. 
i n n day 
I was picking up large stones on the infield. 
TTiere are between 500 and 700 boy s involved 
in Salem Junior Baseball; over 150 in 
H’ 
League alone. These leagues raise their own 
money through sponsor fees, donations and 
tag day s. We furnish our own eq uipment such 
as uniforms, balls, bats, catching eq uipment 
and batting helmets, none of which comes 
cheap. We pay our own umpires and store­ 
keepers. Our managers and coaches, as well 
as our league officials, serve without pay . 
For three or four y ears some of us have 
complained about the conditions of the play ing 
fields to any one who would stand still long 
enough to listen. We don’t ex pect perfection. 
We don’t ex pect play ing fields of major lea­ 
gue caliber. But we do feel that we have a 
right to ex pect the city recreation department 
to provide play ing surfaces on which we can 
send these boy s to play without worry ing about 
someone getting a badly twisted ankle. 
We understand that y ou can't get all the 
stones out of the field, and we don’t ask for 
that. Last y ear. I s*w a boy nearly hit on tne 
head by a ball that caromed out of a hole by 
the pitcher’s mound, and I can’t recall that 
number of times I havt seen boy s trip over 
holes in the outfields. 
For 500 boy s, I don’t think we are asking 
too much. They ’re the finest kinds in the world, 
and Che best part of it I . they are ours. If 
we can’t go all out for our kias, then we might 
as well q uit.

The 
New York Liberal, obviously without giving it 
much thought then, revitalized the Grand Old 
P artj. Ask former GOP National Committee 
Chairman Ray Bliss. He may tell y ou of a talk 
with Sen. Thurston Morton that y ear — a dis­ 
mal conversation during which they decided 
that they just never would find any one to run 
for president In 1968 


THEN THE anti-Vietnam. anti-Barrv Goldwa- 
ter, anti almost every thing Republican John 
Lindsay joined with the veterans of the Liberal 
Party and by a margin thinner than the ice on 
which he loves to skate, he took New York Ci‘y . 
As Ray Bliss later reported to his colleagues, 
Republican precinct captains, district leaders, 
county , city and state chairmen came alive. 
Basically , said Bliss, they could not care less 
how John Lindsay won. He had won—in poly ­ 
glot New York, liberal New York, labor New 
York, raciallv intermingled New York, Demo­ 
cratic sidewalks of New York, New ork, a 
pluralistic city of national and ethnic strains 
which have really not whipped up a Republican 
majority since the 18 90s. 
Republican district leaders rallied. Ray Bliss 
put his big cities program into ultra-high gear 
In the end, it was that machine which took 
back enough votes in the megalopolises to guar­ 
antee victory for Dick Nix on when he came 
down to the big boss-run-city lines.

John Mar- 
chi. 
Once more May or Lindsay has put together 
the same front — with variations on the theme.

erally known, Mr. Lindsay today has some 
mighty militant union sup|)ort. Tills comes from 
the 100.000-member District Council 37, Ameri­ 
ca Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employ es, the prototy pe of the public sector's 
new aggressive unionism. They ’ll strike any ­ 
thing from a public aviary to a public welfare 
center. It is District Council 37, from which 
Jerry Wurf vaulted to the union’s national pres­ 
idency ’. which put public sector strikes in lights.

JUST BEHIND THE scenes are Vice Pres.

The Reds 


WASHLNGTON — Never before in American 


history has a President of the United States 
been so palpably interfered with in his attempts 
to negotiate a peace agreement that would end 
a war. Members of the Senate are asserting 
that they have a right to dictate to the Presi­ 
dent how he shall conduct negotiations. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Montana. Democratic 
leader, urged a moratorium on criticism at 
least during the period of the talks at Midway 
between President Nix on and President Thieu 
of South Vietnam. But this has had no effect on 
his Democratic colleagues. 
Sen. Albert Gore. Democrat of Tennessee, for 
instance, declares that he doesn’t think it is 
"wise for the president of the United States to 
journey thousands of miles to a point in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean to meet a president of South Viet­ 
nam in order to determine policy or to coordi­ 
nate strategy for either war or peace.” 


MR. GORE SAYS that such a meeting tends 
to “eq uate the two presidents.” 
Sen. J. William Fulbright. Democrat of Ar­ 
kansas. chairman of the a!]-imi)ortant Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, accuses Mr. Nix ­ 
on of planning to control South Vietnam “by 
prox y ’” and tells the world that the crucial point 
in the Paris negotiations is whether the United 
States will insist on keeping the regime of Pres­ 
ident Thieu in power. 
So in the middle of the parley s, while the 
president of the United States is try ing to work 
out a peace plan with our ally , the head of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee say s open­ 
ly that he favors the “liq uidation” of the Sourh 
Vietnam government. The Arkansas senator 
pointedly adds* 
“ I don’t think we can get much help from the 
present government of Vietnam to liq uidate it­ 
self.” 
The Communists interpret such comments is 
meaning tha. the President does not have the 
support of a majority in Congress and that 
North Vietnam can insist on even stiffer terms 
because Mr. Nix on will not be able to maintain 
American forces in Vietnam much longer. 
In fact, the Communists are ex pecting a 
“phased withdrawal” in the nex t few months, 
and they regard this as a sign of victory . 
Meantime. Secretary of State William P. Rog­ 
ers told a news conference the United States 
is not planning to set up any particular re­ 
gime in Saigon. He said that America merely 
wants 
to 
insure 
that 
candidates 
of 
all 
parties are given a fair deal in the balloting 
and that the presence of some Communists in a 
new government would be acceptable. 
He declared that the United States firmly 
supports the South Vietnamese president in the 
latter# opposition to Communist proposals for 
a “coalition” government to be set up prior to 
elections. 
President Nix on, in his speech at the Air 
Force Academy last week, reflected the para­ 
dox which ex ists today . He said: 
“On the fighting front, y ou are asked to be 
ready to make unlimited sacrifice to fight a 
limited war. On the home front, y ou are under 
attack from those who q uestion the need for a 
strong national defense and indeed see a danger 
in the power of the defenders. 
“You are entering the military service of 
y our country when the nation’s potential adver­ 
saries abroad were never stronger and y our 
critics at home were never more numerous.” 
The Paris negotiations are. of course, affect­ 
ed by the speeches being made in the United 
States. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge has an­ 
nounced that there is no “rigid formula” for 
the withdrawal of North Vietnamese forces 
from South \ietnam but that the United States 
is interested in “results.” 


COINCIDENTALLY, the Communists have 
stepped up their assaults and more American 
lives are being lost day after day 1 1 1 6 
cry in 
Congress fo.* the eq uivalent of a “peace at any 
price” plan encourages the enemy . 
Whatever 
President 
Nix on and President 
Thieu decided In their conference at Mid­ 
way . and whatever the communiq ues may sav. 
the truth is that North Vietnam is rely ing on 
the aid and comfort which Is being given them 
by members of the United States Senate and 
other critics who are virtually demanding — al­ 
though they deny it — a unilateral withdrawal 
by the United States. 
It’s an unprecedented situation and is due 
largely to the fact that the American people arc 
unaware of the risks and dangers involvtd in 
y ielding to the Communists in Southeast Asia.

A phone call from a parent is 
not su fficient, nor is the signa­ 
tu re of a grandmother or older 
brother or sister u nless they 
can prove legal gu ardianship. 
This may seem lik e a lot of 
tou ble, bu t will be an invalu a­ 
ble help to the doctors and 
nu rses, 
plu s assu ring Immedi­ 
ate emergency treatment for 
the minor.
